- THE HUMAN EYE PROVES THAT 
GOD EXISTS. 


Glance into a mirror and observe 
your eye. You will find in the re- 
flected image a proof of God’s exis- 
tence. 

In the human eyé, as in a tele- 
scope, the light rays must be refract- 
ed so as to produce a distinct image; 
the various humors in the eye re- 
semble somewhat the lenses in a 
telescope. 

findeed, it was not until lense 
makers began to imitate in glasses 
made from different materials the ef- 
fect of the different humors in the eye 
that the telescope was perfected. 

But the human eye is far more 
wonderful than the most elaborately 
contrived telescope. It sees objects 
at different distances, from inches to 
miles. In a telescope anothér lens is 
required, or some intricate focusing

We do not know how this necessary 

and swift readjustment is done in the 
human eye, but it is done with mar- 
vellous correctness. A Yandscape of 
several miles is brought within the 
space of half an inch, each object be- 
ing distinguished in size, shape, color 
and position, and yet the same eye 
that does this, can also réad a book at 
a distance of several inches. 
- Quite as remarkable, is the adapta- 
tion of the human eye to different 
degrees of light. The eye is self- 
adjusting; if the light is too strong, 
the pupil at once contracts. What a 
useful contrivance this would be in 
photography, and how we would hail

fluid is constantly suppiied; the 
superfluous moisture passing through 
a hole in the bone of the nose, where 
it is evaporated. 

More astounding still, this valuable 
instrument, the human eye, is pro- 
vided in duplicate, the two eyes being 
so arranged that while each one can 
see independently, they can neverthe- 
less see together in the most perfect 
harmony. 

But the climax of wonders is 
reached, when we realize that all this 
was done before our birth. It was 
what may be called a prospective or- 
gan, of no use at all when it was 
made, but designed to be brought intc 
use at some future time, all of which 
shows evidences of the most accurate 
design. 

. Evolution cannot explain away the 
marks of design. The mere wishing to 
see, or trying to see, will never en- 
able us to see. 

Neither can any part of the design 
usually kriow nothing whatever about 
it, and they have not galculated the 
proper shape for the lenses, nor the 
mechanism of the iris. 

Hence, if only one eye existed in 
the universe, and there were not e 
single other mark of design in nature 
one human eye would justify us in 


designer. 

The evidence is stronger still when 
we find hundreds of millions of men 
in the world, each with eyes showing 
marks of design, and each separately 
requiring a designer.

The modern world loves to speak of “emanci- | 
pation,” and refers with pity to the men of medieval days, who were “held in| 
subjection to authority” and who slavishly obeyed “the mandates of a tyran- 
Ge church.” But frequently this glorious word “emancipation” thinly dis- 
guises a riotous and sinful life, lived aceording to the suggestion of man’s 
lower nature which has violently broken with the law of God and risen in 
rebellion against His authority. The ery “emancipation” is merely an artifi- 
tial covering for their sinful lives and for their shameful abandonment to 
another, but more vicious subjection, a subjection to their lower nature and | 
their sensuous inclinations.

The false and pernicious doctrine that we are self-sufficient in all things, 
that we need not the help of grace, that we have become emancipated from 
obedience to the unseen Creator has been preached even by so-called “re- 
ligious” leaders. But their principles and their message lead to moral destruc- 
tion and ruin and to the ultimate degradation of society. The proud philos- 
ophers and free-thinkers who lived prior to the French Revolution proclaimed 
the theory of the self-sufficiency of man and they waged a relentless war upon 
Christ atid His Church. “Crush the Church’—was their hideous war-cry. 
And as a direct result of the abominable teaching that man is autonymous 
and all-sufficient in the rerulation of his moral life, that he need acknowledge 
no God, and that humility is a virtue only for children and the un-enlightened, 
—one of the fairest countries of Europe was deluged with the blood of some 
of her noblest sons and daughters. 

The cry “We are emancipated from God,” “we cast to the winds any law 
and authority not springing from ourselves,” is likewise heard in the camp of 
those “social reformers” who are trying to “uplift” man, as they say, and to 
bring about a nobler and happier era, without insisting on a renovation of the 
life of the soul. People might well give heed to the warning frequently 
uttered by the Rev. Doctor H. C. Potter, the late Protestant Episcopal Bishop 
of New York, who consistently held that the beginning of all social progress 
must be in the soul of the. individual, and hence that the world can become 
better, only as individuals consent to become better. 

In spite of these warnings, however, certain men have been trying “re- 
form” without God, for nearly a century. As a consequence, mankind is as 
far as ever from the blessed goal of universal peace and good will, and mutual 
forbearance and charity. How can these unfortunate reformers elevate the 
unworthy and the sinful and the degraded, how can they raise to a higher 
nlane the ideas and aspirations of moral lepers and perverts by telling them 
that they need not mind the voice of conscience, that they need obey neither 
Christ nor His law, neither His Church nor any so-called ministers who preach 
in His name? Does not history itself teach us that moral force comes from 
above, and that man left to himself, is soon degraded and loses the last ves- 
tige of those virtues which lift him above the brute creation? 

The doctrine that man is free from obligation to the unseen Deity is like- 
wise preached in much of the sensational literature of today. But, unfor- 
tunately, sometimes men of great literary talent have likewise belittled the 
fact that all men are creatures of God, that they are made in His image, that 
to Him alone they owe obedience and that to His likeness, they will be re- 
spensible for the conduct of their lives. 

It is much to be deplored by all right-minded men that’in an age which

When and where did the Ro- 
man Catholic Church get the au- 
thority to withhold the ewp from 
the laity? 

As Je=1s Christ is present 
whole and entire under the form 
either of bread or wine it is suf.- 
ficient for the faithful to com. 
municate under one form. Al- 
though in earlier times the cup 
was sometimes permitted to the 
laity, it was never universally 
so, and impossible under many 
circumstances. In time of perse- 
eution Christians were permit- 
ted to keep the Blessed Sacra- 
ment under the form of bread 
in their homes that they might 
receive the Sacrament from their 
own hands. Travellers and 
anchorites in the deserts, being 
far from a church, did likewise. 
Holy Scripture admits the suf- 
ficiency of the one form: “The 
bread that I shall give is my 
flesh for the life of the world” 
(John vi, 52). “He that eateth 
this bread shall live forever’ 
(Ib. 59). “They were persever- 
ing in the doctrine of the Apos- 
tles, and in the communication 
of the breaking of bread (the 
Holy Communion)” (Acts ii, 
42). “Whosoever shall eat this 
bread or drink the chalice of the 
Lord unworthily, shall be guilty 
of ,the body and blood of the 
Lord” (I Cor. xi, 27). Note 


there, that either form of Com- 


munion alone, if unworthily re- 


ceived, entails the guilt of 
| sacrilegiously treating both the 
body and blood of the Lord. 
Holy Writ, therefore, and Sac- 
red Tradition, the two witnesses 
of Christian truth, uphold the 
practice of the Church which 
has been appointed the Custo- 
dian of the Sacraments. Danger 
of irreverence, scarcity of pure 
wine, etc., are reasons why the 
laity receive the Eucharist un- 
der the species of bread only. 
The priest at the altar, however, 
offers the Sacrifice, which re- 
quires for its completion the re- 
ceiving of Communion under 
both kinds.

a Plenary Indulgence. 
Indulgences are offered by the 
Church at their full value, but 
the extent of their application 
depends entirely upon the will of 
Almighty God, and on the dis- 
position of the person who com- 
plies with the requirements for 
gaining the same. [ con- 
nection, I might, for the benefit 
of our non-Catholic readers, out- 
line what is the teaching of the 
Catholic Church concerning In- 
dulgences. There is no point of 
Catholic teaching so misunder- 
stood, misinterpreted and will- 
fully distorted as that pertain- 
ing to Indulgences. Quite often 
the Church is represented as 
teaching that an Indulgence is a 
license to sin, or a pardon ip ad- 
vance of sin not yet committed. 
Now, of course, ft is neither one 
nor the other; in fact, an In- 
dulgence has nothing to do with 
sin ; it is not even a remission of 
the slightest sin; it presupposes 
the remission of the guilt of sin, 
and is intended to remit the 
whole or a part of the temporal 
punishment to which the person 
might still be Hable after the 
guilt of sin is forgiven.
